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REMARKS 

Amendments 

The specification has been amended to correct a typographical error. No claim has 
been amended. Claims 37-45 have been previously canceled. Claims 1-36 remain in the 
application. 

Interview Summary 

Applicants gratefully acknowledge the time and attention afforded by Examiner 
Tecklu during a telephonic interview on November 19, 2008. The Examiner acknowledged 
that he has not reviewed Provisional Application Serial No. 60/449,991 from which the cited 
reference, US 7,076,772 (Zatloukal), claims priority and agreed to review same to determine 
if Zatloukal may be considered prior art. In any case, the Examiner agreed to withdraw the 
finality of the September 12, 2008 Official Action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

Claims 19-36 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 101 as allegedly being directed to non- 
statutory subject matter. In particular, claims 19-36 are rejected to the extent that they may 
be construed to cover communication media or signals as described in paragraph [0027] of 
the specification. The Office Action states that claims 19 and 31-34 recite "computer 
readable medium." See Office Action, page 2, \A, this appears to be an oversight in that 
claims 19-36 were previously amended to recite "computer-readable storage media" so as to 
obviate this rejection. Withdrawal of the rejection of claims 19-36 as being directed to non- 
statutory subject matter is solicited. 

Also, claims 37-45 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 101 as allegedly being directed to 
non-statutory subject matter. Again, this appears to be an oversight in that claims 37-45 were 
previously canceled and are no longer pending in the application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. §§ 102 and 103 

Claims 1-7, 9-25, and 27-45 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as allegedly 
being anticipated by Zatloukal (US 7,076,772). Claims 8 and 26 stand rejected under 35 
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U.S.C. § 103(a) as allegedly being unpatentable as obvious over Zatloukal in view of Alpem 
(US 7,107,578). These rejections are respectfully traversed. Moreover, Applicants traverse 
the finality of the rejection on the grounds that no prima facie anticipation or obviousness has 
been established. 

Applicants maintain their position as stated in the previous response received June 18, 
2008. Specifically, Applicants maintain that U.S. Provisional Patent Application No. 
60/449,991 (Provisional Application) fails to disclose or suggest the specific combination of 
the invention as claimed. The Office Action states that for an application properly claiming 
benefit to a provisional application, "the effective filing date is the filing date of the 
provisional application for any claims which are fully supported under the first paragraph of 
35 U.S.C. 1 12 bv the provisional application .'' (Emphasis added). See Office Action, page 
14,14. 

Applicants maintain that the cited portions of Zatloukal are not fixlly supported by the 
Provisional Application. Since the Office Action provides no indication where the cited 
features may be found in the disclosure of the Provisional Application, the rejection based 
upon the Provisional Application fails on its face and no prima facie anticipation or 
obviousness has been established. For this reason, withdrawal of the § 102 and § 103 
rejections and withdrawal of the finality of the September 12, 2008 Official Action are 
respectfiiUy requested. 
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Conclusion 

For at least the reasons set forth above, the present application is believed to be in 
condition for allowance. Withdrawal of all rejections and issuance of a Notice of 
Allowability are respectfully solicited.
